This is the tenth year of my attendance at the farm. The num- 
ber of deaths for the year past have been ten; the same number as 
reported one year ago. ‘The cause of death in each case was as 
follows: Anzmia, 1; apoplexy, 1; Bright’s disease, 1; consump- 
HOUe i secancer,. 2; paralysis, 1; paresis, 1: sunstroke, 1; old 
age, 1. 

I take pleasure in saying to you, and to the people of the county, 
that it has been the desire of each and every one in charge at the 
County farm to do every thing possible for the comfort of all cases 
of sickness, and for the care of weak-minded, infirm and old people 
—you were very fortunate in your selection of the present superin- 
tendent and his wife, and they have made a most excellent choice in 
their assistants. Their duties are not always very agreeable, but I 
have always found them giving careful attention to their work, and 
our relations have been mutually agreeable. 

The sanitary conditions in and about the buildings are as good as 
is possible to make them with the present arrangements. 

There should be water closets, and if a sufficient water supply 
could be obtained the cost would not be great, and would be a very 
great improvement.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 





During the past year I have instituted thirty-four criminal prose- 
cutions, arising in the towns of Cornish, Claremont, Charlestown, 
Newport, Langdon and Unity; comprising: breaking and entering @ 
assault with intent to rape; aggravated assault; fugitive from 
justice; larceny; taking fish from Corbin park, in violation of the 
act of 1895; selling spirits; keeping for sale spirits and malt; search 
and seizure for spirit, malt and stolen goods; surety to keep the 
peace; larceny of horse; cruelty to animals; habitual truant, under 
school laws; assault with intent to commit manslaughter, and 
murder. 

There have been twelve indictments found, disposed of as follows : 
one trial by jury; one prison sentence; seven recognizances; two 
placed on file, and one indictment for murder with trial set for 
January 14, next. ‘There has been one sentence to the Industrial 
school, and one jail sentence. 

Eight cases are on the continued state docket, and one civil suit, 
in which the county is defendant, has been transferred to Cheshire 
county for trial, under the statutes governing such cases. 

The grand jury sat one day at the May term and two days at the 
November term. No fines, costs or other moneys belonging to the 
county have been paid to me, in conformity to the statue in relation 
to that matter. |
